To A ttack the Enem y’s stronghold 
at Ca lam pit From th e F ront and 
H ear-C ity Ie the New C apital of 
the Insurgents—Country Itegarded 
SM Advantageous For O ur Troop#. 


W ashington, April 85.—Information 
received at the war deportment indi­ 
cates that General Otis la about to exe­ 
cute another important movement. The 
objective point Is the insurgent to- ,*n of 
Calnmpit, being about eight mile* north­ 
west of Malolo*. 
It was here that the 
insurgents 
concentrated after being 
driven out of their capital, setting up a 
new capital and making it the base of 
their operations. Moving on this strong­ 
hold, General Otis propose* to conduct 
two distinct operations. 
The first one, 
andor Major General Mai-Arthur, has 
for its purpose pushing straight forward 
from MaIoIos along the railroad and 
striking at Calnmpit from the south. 
The second one is under Major General 
Lawton, who, with his flying column, 
is moving far around to the northeast to 
the large town of Nor saga jr, from which 
point he will turn abruptly wc-t toward 
Cabiai pit. 
This lust move will take 
about IO days and military strategist#! 
lo*.k upon it aa another effort to flank 
the insurgents by getting behind them 
at Galumph, similar to the flank move­ 
ment which General MacArthur at­ 
te m p t^ to execute at M alate in. 
This doable operation makes Galum­ 
ph the center for the next few days, 
white attention will be divided between 
Mac A rthur’s oolumti advancing from 
Mnil .bv, and Lawton’• column on Its IO 
days'm arch by Noraagay. 
Mac Arthur 
has only a sh*art distance to traverse, so 
that his force* may be engaged with the 
main force of the insurgents in a short 
time. 
The country is flat and ojicn, and 
rather bi tter for our troops than that 
lying -ruth of Malt.lox. 
Galumph lies 
on the left tiank of a small stream, at 
its confluence with the larg 
river Rio 
Grande. 
It is a substantially built 
town, with Mate 1,000 tem*.-. 
Tim advance of General Livrtoo by a 
d n u ite iu route will be over a country 
of which little is known here. 
N’orsa- 
gay is a considerable town and it is 
thought General Lawton is about there 
by this time. 
A road runs all the w ar from Norm- 
gay to Galumph 
Along it are scattered 
many small towns—Angat, Bustos aud 
Baluiog—indicating tim: the advance is 
through a populace country. 
It is an 
agricultural locality with extensive rice 
and fruit plantations. 
The war depart­ 
ment map. i>re}tared by the military in­ 
formation bureau, shows this road jota* 
the one on winch Mat* Art liar is moving 
up from Malalus. 
It is hardly thought, , 
however, that Lawton will make a junc­ 
tion with MacArthur before striking 
Calumpit, but rather that he will leave 
the road when nearing Calumpit. so as 
to strike the eitv in the rear while Mac­ 
Arthur is attacking in front. 
The execution of this double move­ 
ment Hi being followed with great inter­ 
est by war departm ent officials, as it is 
on a considerably larger scale than the 
brush scaring which has been in progress 
recently.

Will Not Bk? Allowed to E nter A rkan­ 
sas— Mine*!**’ Troubles. 
Little Rock, April 25.—The situation 
in the coal turning strike in the western 
part of this state, which has been on for 
three weeks, is becoming badly strained. 
At some places small riots have already 
occurred. 
Some 6,000 miners are on 
strike in Arkansas aud the Indian Terri­ 
tory and the mines are practically at a 
standstill.

To the Jacobs C ounterfeiting Gang 
as to the Movements of the Secret 
Service Men—Will Ile No Moro Ar­ 
rests at Present-—1Government’s I sms 
F rom C igar Stam ps Is $140,000. 


Lancaster, Pa., April 25.—One of the 
most important arrests in the great 
counterfeiting conspiracy was made in 
this city yesterday by Captain Burns of 
the secret service. 
Samuel B. Downey, 
an outside deputy revenue collector, was 
taken into custody and held in 810,000 
for trial. 
Chief Burns arrived here 
from Philadelphia yesterday afternoon 
and after a brief consultation with Rev­ 
enue Collector Hershey they learned 
that Downey was expecting to be taken 
into custody and was then in consulta­ 
tion with his attorneys. 
Proceeding to 
the lawyers’ office they placed Downey 
under arrest aud took him before United 
States Commissioner Montgomery, who 
held him in $10,000 bail for a further 
hearing. 
Downey was unable to secure 
a bondsman and the secret service chiefs 
last night took him to Philadelphia, 
where he was placed in the county jail. 
Downey is charged with furnishing to 
Jacobs and Keudig information respect­ 
ing the movements of the government 
detectives, who were investigating the 
alleged counterfeiting of revenue stamps. 
The secret service officers say Downey 
was given about #1,000 by Jacobs and 
Keudig to keep them informed. 
Chief Wilkie sud to a reporter that 
Downey had received between #H00 and 
#1,500 from Jacobs as compensation to 
keep the latte r informed of the move­ 
ments of the secret service men. 
“On Oct. IO last,” the chief said, 
Downey called at .Jacobs’ office. 
The 
latter noticed that something was wrong 
with the revenue officer aud asked him 
what was the m atter with him. 
Dow­ 
ney informed him that he was in finan­ 
cial trouble and did not know how he 
would get out of it. 
Then Jacobs of­ 
fered to loan Downey #100. 
The latter 
accepted the offer and volunteered to 
keep Jacobs informed of what the gov­ 
ernment officials were doing. Downey 
knowing that Jacobs was defrauding 
the government. 
From that time on 
Downey frequently ‘touched’ Jacobs for 
various amounts, aud got it. 
The la-t 
money paid to Downey was cm April 17, 
when Jacobs gave him $500.” 
In regard to the arrest of ex-District 
Attorney Ingham, Chief Wilkie would 
not say much. 
•All I can say is this,” he said, “ that 
Jacobs and the rest of the gang wanted 
to get inside information from the secret 
■entice men in this city. 
Ingham and 
Newitt were formerly United States at­ 
torneys and knew much of the inside 
workings of the government. 
Jacobs 
knew this and approached them cau­ 
tiously, but he finally got there. 
“ These airest- are the last that will 
be made in connection with this case, 
unle-s there i> more in it than we know 
now. 
I am perfectly satisfied with the 
result of our year's work. 
In results, it 
was the greatest capture ever made by 
the secret service. 
Taylor uud Bredel 
had already put into circulation bogus 
$100 treasury notes to the amount of 
$10,000, and Jacobs and Keudig had 
placed counterfeit stamps on boxes con­ 
taining between 40,000,000 aud 50,000,- 
00(5 cigars 
The loss to Hie government 
from the cigar stamps alone will amount 
to $140,000. ”

P IC H A R D J. O G L E S B Y 


Who W as Throe Times Elected Gov­ 
ernor of Illinois, Dead. 
Elkhart. Ills,, April 85.—-Ex*governor 
and former United States Senator Rich­ 
ard J. Oglesby died at his residence, 
Ogichurst, in Elkhart, yesterday after­ 
noon. 
The immediate cause of the death 
was a fall, his head striking the sharp 
edge of a piece of furniture. 
The re­ 
mote canso was vertigo, which caused 
the fall. 
Tho blow made a sharp dent 
in the right temple, from which the 
blood freely flowed. 
Death resulted 
from concussion of the brain. 


Mr. Oglesby was a native of Kentucky 
and was born July 25, 1834. He learned 
the carpenter trade at Decatur, Ills., and 
in 1844 began the study of law in the of­ 
fice of Judge Robbins of Springfield and 
a year later was admitted to the bar. 
He 
wont to the Mexican war as a first lieu­ 
tenant In the Fourth Illinois and was at 
the hat: Ie- of Vera Crux and Cerro Gordo. 
After the war he attended and graduated 
from the Louisville I,aw school. In 1849 
he went to California, returning In 1832, 
was nominated by the Whigs for presi­ 
dential elector. Iii 1856 he visited Europe. 
In l#7K) he was elected to the state senate, 
ami was colonel of the Eighth Illinois 
volunteers in the rebellion. He was elect­ 
ed governor in 1864 and again in lr78. and 
on tho meeting of the legislature he was 
elected to the United States senate. In 
1884 he was again elected governor of the 
state, but wac defeated for the senate by 
John M Palmer,

crime committed by the victim of the 
mob. 
Rev. John Mitchell, presiding | 
elder, in a speech, recounted the crime 
of Sam Hoxv. 
Some of the ministers 
present objected. 
“ That is the trouble 
with some of you,” said Dr. Mitchell, 
“ You do not want to hear of the crime. 
I really beliers that if such a crime was 
committed in this city the people would 
tak* th* law into their owu hands and 
would hang the perpetrator in the face 
of law and order. 
We should not only 
condemn the 
burning 
of 
the poor 
wretch, but also the terrible crime he 
committed. ” 


Blushed For His Native State. 
Philadelphia, April 25.—The Baptist 
ministers of tiffs city at their weekly 
meeting adopted resolutions condemn­ 
ing th* burning at the stake in New­ 
man, Ga., of the negro murderer, Sam 
Hose. 
The resolution was introduced 
by Rev, Kerr Boyce Tupper, who, in 
offering it, said he did so as “one who 
was b rn in Georgia, but who blushes 
today for bis state.”

Regarded la Berlin < Xii elal Circle* as 
E \p ie**km* of \V lite Humor. 
Berlin, April 25.—The i’ageblatt, in 
an inspired article regarding the utter­ 
ances of < ’: j \:m Coghlan of the Raleigh 
before the Union Lu‘ague J ab aud the 
Army aud Navy c.ub at Sow Y ork, re­ 
call- the lace that the incident is a year 
old {referring to th<‘ me*-age which Ad­ 
miral Dewey Is said to have sent to Ad­ 
miral von Du (Irichs). and adds: “ If we 
must admit Admiral Dewey first har­ 
bored suspicious of the German squad­ 
ron, these suspicions were subsequently 
removed and their relations became 
most cordial, Admiral Dewey even dec­ 
orating b u ships with flags on the em­ 
press’ birthday, which international eti­ 
quette did not compel him to do.” 
In official circles the Coghlan incident 
is regarded mildly as an “ Ausfluss der 
weinlauue” (expression of wine humor). 
A representative of the foreign office 
said to a correspondent yesterday: “ The 
American government has promptly and 
efficiently done all we could reasonably 
expect. 
This alone, even if it were not 
for other indications, shows us that the 
American government in no way identi­ 
fies itself with the utterances of a soli­ 
tary officer.” 


W ashington. 
While at the capital a
